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We invite all persons who sympathize with our aims 
and methods to become members of our Society, whether 
they can attend our meetings or not. The mere avowal of 
their sympathy, implied in membership, will help us; and 
even if they cannot support the Society financially—still in 
their own circle of friends they can make the Society known 
and spread its principles. For financial support we shall 
depend upon regular voluntary contributions. The only 
condition of membership is moral sympathy with our 


principles and aims. 


THE SOCIETY IN 1895. 


No new policy has been adopted by the West London 
Ethical Society in 1895, and no new line of action has 
been marked out; but the work of former years has been 
continued. 

The Society’s chief work is still the Sunday morning 
lectures. These were until the end of October held at 
Princes’ Hall, Piccadilly; but during the Summer recess, 
the Committee was informed by the proprietors that 
the hall would not be available for our purpose after 
the end of October, since it was no longer to be used for 
public meetings. Princes’ Hall had come to be looked 
upon as the permanent home of the Society, and the pro- 
vision of another place gave the Committee considerable 
trouble. As no suitable hall could be obtained in the same 
vicinity, the Committee turned its attention to neighbour- 
hoods which seemed most accessible to the majority of the 
members. It was found that by far the greater number of 
the members reside in the W., S.W., and N.W. districts, 
and that the most convenient place of meeting for these 
members was Kensington Town Hall. The Committee's 
application for the use of this hall, which was supported by 
Dr. Coit and Mr. Gower in person, was however refused 
by the Vestry on the ground that the purpose for which we 
wished the hall was not that of holding ‘religious ser- 
vices.” No other hall in the West district being suitable, 
Westminster Town Hall was taken, and since the. beginning 
of November the Sunday morning lectures have been 
held there. This arrangement is still only tentative and 
experimental, but it is anticipated that by the end of the 
spring session the Society will be able to decide as to its 
permanent suitability. 

As was to be expected the audiences have been somewhat 
smaller at Westminster than they were latterly at Princes’ 
Hall; but there is reason to believe that this loss is only 
temporary.

The performance, before and after the Sunday lecture, by 
a string quartett, of slow movements from the works of the 
great masters has been continued throughout 1895, the cost 
being this year for the first time defrayed out of the Society’s 
funds owing to the prevailing wish among the members for 
the retention of this form of music. The careful and artistic 
rendering by Mr. John Saunders’s quartett has been sincerely 
appreciated. 

The Society’s work in connection with the ethical instruc- 
tion of children has not met with complete success. The 
cause has been, mainly, the want of efficient teachers. But 
the Society cannot hope to obtain a sufficient number of 
these without the provision of normal classes for their 
training. This should be one of the first undertakings of 
the Ethical Societies. 

The Society has been instrumental in forming another 
Society, now known as the North London Ethical Society. 

Our quarterly social meetings have strengthened the sense 
of fellowship among the members. These meetings were 
started in 1894 ‘‘ for the purpose of affording an opportunity 
for the members of the Society to express their opinions 
on subjects affecting the welfare of the Society or of public 
import.” They were held throughout 1894 on Sunday 
mornings in place of the usual meeting. But in 1895 they 
have been held on week-day evenings, and in addition to the 
discussion there has been an opportunity for conversation 
before the time fixed for the formal discussion. This has 
proved helpful both to the members in general and to the 
Committee, which has had an opportunity of learning the 
opinions of other members and of profiting by their criticism. 

The first social meeting was held on Monday, April 8th. 
The subject for discussion was “The Moral Instruction 
League: how to introduce Moral Instruction into the curri- 
culum of the Board Schools ;” and the Rev. A. W. Oxford, 
Rev. Copeland Bowie, Madame Michaelis, Rev. Page Hopps, 
Dr. Coit, and others took part. There was considerable 
diversity of opinion expressed, and no definite conclusion 
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was arrived at. The next meeting was held on Monday, 
July rst, and the subject discussed was ‘‘The Future Work 
of the Society.”” The last meeting was held on Monday, 
December oth, when the subject for discussion was ‘‘ How 
far membership in an Ethical Society is compatible with 
Church membership and with Religious Beliefs.” This 
subject aroused considerable interest, and various opinions 
were expressed. There was, however, a general agreement 
that Church membership unless it denied the independence 
of ethics was not incompatible with membership in an 
Ethical Society. 

On the suggestion thrown out at the Ethical Conference 
at Eisenach last year, an attempt was made early in the year 
to organise an International Ethical Conference to be held 
in London in the Summer of 1895. Expressions of opinion 
in favour of such a Conference were received from influential 
men, but it was found impracticable to organise such a Con- 
ference in 1895. The Committee hopes, however, that this 
proposed scheme will be carried out in the near future. 

At the request of the East London Ethical Society three 
delegates were appointed to meet delegates from other 
Ethical Societies, to draw up a scheme for a federation of 
Ethical Societies. This scheme is now nearly completed. 

The administration of the Society has been carried on by 

_the Committee elected at the General Meeting held in Janu- 
ary, 1895. At its first Meeting the Committee co-opted Mr. 
A. W. Gower to fill the vacancy which was left at the time 
of the election. During the course of the year Mrs. M. P. 
Stanbury, much to the Committee’s regret, resigned her 
membership of the Committee, and Mr. Calvert Spensley 
was co-opted to fill the vacancy thus occasioned. The 
names of the Committee and Officers for 1895 are as follows:

The President delivered a lecture before the Society on 
November 24th, on “‘ The Ethics of Religious Conformity.” 
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The Committee wishes to record its appreciation of the 
assistance of Mr. Findlay Muirhead as Hon. Secretary of the 
Society, an office which his departure from England com- 
pelled him to resign. 

The work of the Society has been hindered by the 
want of sufficient funds. The three years’ guarantee 
upon which the Society was constituted expired in 1894, 
and the year 1895 has therefore been the first in 
which a definite income could not be assured. This 
was felt early in the year, and the Committee sought 
to obtain the necessary funds. In March letters were 
sent to all the members calling attention to the financial 
stress of the Society. On May 12th a Special General 
Meeting was held to consider the financial position, when a 
resolution was passed, ‘‘ That this meeting is of opinion that 
every effort should be made to raise the necessary funds to 
carry on the work of the Society, and that a guarantee fund 
be started to secure the sum necessary to complete the work 
for this year, and to increase the subscriptions to £700 for 
1896.” Although the necessary funds for 1895 were raised, 
the Committee regrets to report that the amount of subscrip- 
tions promised for 1896 is considerably short of the sum 
required, and that the Society is still largely dependent upon 
the liberality of a few members for its income. 

The number of members who have joined the Society 
during the year 1895 is 81, while 8 have resigned their 
membership. The present number of members is 458. 


STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES AND AIMS.

5.—The publication of such pamphlets, periodicals, and _

RULES OF THE SOCIETY. 


Adopted Fuly 9th, 1893, and amended at Annual General 
Meeting of the Society, Fanuary 28th, 1894. 


NAME AND OBJECT OF THE SOCIETY. % 

I.—The name of the Society shall be THE West LONDON 
ETHICAL SOCIETY. a 
II.—The object of the Society is to contribute, both by — 
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precept and in practice, to spread moral influences on a 
non-dogmatic basis. 


MEMBERS OF THE SOCIETY. 

III.—The members of the Society shall be all those who 
sympathize with its aims, and who sign and present an 
application for membership. 

IV.—The Committee shall have power to remove names 
from the register of members, for some definite cause of 
offence, to be stated in the resolution removing them; the 
Committee’s action being subject to an appeal to the Society. 

V.—Members who do not subscribe to the funds of the 
Society shall not be entitled to vote at any meeting of the 
Society until they have been members for six months, or, in 
the case of old members, until they have signified in writing 
to the Secretary their desire to remain members of the 
Society; and any member failing to signify such desire for 
the space of eighteen months shall, ipso facto, cease to be a 
member of the Society. All other members of full age shall 
be qualified to vote on all questions. 


OFFICERS OF THE SOCIETY. 


VI.—The honorary officers of the Society shall be :— 
A President. 
A Treasurer. 
A Secretary or Secretaries. 
An Auditor. 

VII.—The President, Auditor, and a Committee of fourteen 
members, shall be elected annually at the Annual Business 
Meeting of the Society. The Hon. Treasurer, and the Hon. 
Secretaries shall be chosen annually by the Committee from 
its own members. 

VIII.—The election of Auditor and Committee shall 
proceed by signed nominations, forwarded fourteen clear days 
before the day fixed for the election to one of the Secretaries, 
who shall send a list of the nominations to each member 
entitled to vote, four clear days before the election. The 
election shall be by ballot. The President shall be elected 
by a vote of the General Meeting.
